Avondale 245144, was of the Bruce Averne family. His dam was an undefeated show heifer in 
the hands of C. H. Jolleff, Stratford on Avon, England. He was sired by Whitehall Sultan that did 
so much to revolutionize the breed in America. 


Avondale commenced his show record as a calf winning as high as Grand Champion at some of 
the State Fairs. He made the show circuit for six years and met and defeated all the great bulls of 
his time and although he never had been conditioned, especially for the Show-ring, he made a record 
unequalled in the history of the breed. His get came in evidence in the Shows as calves in 1908. 
The calf herd sired by him was undefeated at all the leading fairs that year and were only defeated 
in the Get of Sire class by the get of his sire, Whitehall Sultan, and since then his get have reigned 
supreme in all the leading shows of North America. 


The extra illustrations in this catalog are only a few of the noted winners he has sired. He was 
also a sire of great milkers; heifers sired by him have won first three times in the Dairy Class at the 
International, besides several seconds and thirds. His dam was also an exceptionally good milker, 

| having produced 43 pounds per day when a heifer. His sons are also making good as sires, the get 
of Double Dale having stood next the get of Avondale twice at the International.
